NO MAN FAILED 


Cpl. Freddy Sutherland, captain

The Camerons didn’t seem to 
have any nerves at all, They just 
kept plowing ahead and plowing 
ahead. At one point 30 men under 
Capt. E. P. Thompson of Win- 
nipeg were cut off by machine- 
gun fire three miles from the 
coast and without faltering bat- 
tled their way out of the trap and 
ran the gauntlet of German fire 
back to the coast.

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What's Wrong With Profits? 


The C.C.F. demand for “total con- 
scription of wealth" in Canada has set 
loose a good deal of nonsensical and even 
mischievous talk about the evils of 
profits. 

This flood of socialistic speculation is, 
of course, mere political opportunism, the 
C.C.F. being convinced that the public 
passion for financial sacrifice, always a 
phenomenon of wartime, can be convert- 
ed through hysteria into a permanent 
political philosophy. 

The movement is as unsound as it is 
iniquitous. We do not believe that many 
Canadians will doubt the reality of the 
conscription of wealth, even under the 
present system, after the first payday in 
September. 

This attack on the system of profits 
is not only unrealistic but erroneous in 
principle. It is based, philosophically, on 
premises that experience has shown to be 
false, on such shibboleths as ‘‘all men are 
equal” and on such un-Christian doctrines 
as the complete subjugation of the indi- 
vidual to the state. 

An attack on the system of controlled 
profits is an attack on human individual- 
ity and upon those postulates of democ- 
racy of which socialism is the complete 
antithesis, 

A highly useful debate, in this connec- 
tion, has been proceeding in Britain and 
Australia on what is called the profit mo- 
tive. It is useful because it brings com- 
mon sense to bear on a plain, everyday 
Subject that could easily be clouded with 
the vapors of perverted war hysteria— 
steamed up by political doctrinaires. 

As the argument in Britain shows— 
and has been demonstrated by govern- 
ment policy in Australia—profits are the 
normal and inevitable motive power of all 
business. 

Russia has tackled the problem with- 
out traditions or inhibitions, Bat even in 
Russia, every man seeks private profits 
in the form of higher wages than his fel- 
lows. The entire object of work is profit 
in one form or another. To assume the 
existence of a society without profits is to 
assume a society of seraphim without ap- 
petites, 

While the profit motive is a normal 
and respectable one, it is obvious that 
some profits are excessive and unearned. 
These can be controlled by taxation. And 
never before, in the history of democracy, 
have they been so drastically controlled as 
now—to the point of virtual confiscation. 

But while profits, like anything else, 
can lead to evil practices, it is absurd to 
reason that profits are inherently evil and 
should be abolished. Australia’s experi- 
ence is valuable there. In that country, 
the Labor government, which leans far to 
the Left, proposed to limit profits to 4 per 
cent, but after surveying the effects of the 
plan in demoralizing business, rapidly 
abandoned it. 

In announcing that this program 
would not work, would disorganize the 
national economy and reduce production, 
Premier Curtin had these commonsense 
words to say: 

“While it is impossible to conduct total 
war without large state control of indus- 
try, neither Australia nor Britain has in- 
terfered with industry because of precon- 
ceived political notions, All that is being 
done is to place national requirements 
ahead of either socialist or capitalist 
theories. Insofar as capital will serve, it 
will be used.

More Wanted, Not Fewer 


Under the revised agreement, Britain 


is to supply 40 per cent of the recruits 
f 


for training in the Commonwealth Air 
Training schools. Canada, Australia and 
New Zealand will supply 60 per cent. 


Under the original plan Canada provided 
50 per cent of the recruits, and the other 
three countries 20 per cent, That was in 
the formative stage, when the facilities 
for training were limited and the possible 
number of trainees comparatively small. 

The new schedule does not mean that 
there will be fewer Canadian recruits, 


| 


| 
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but that there will be more from Britain. 
The training machinery is working up to- 
ward full capacity. At the samé time 
fewer and fewer British airfields can be 
spared for training purposes. They are 
needed now as bases for the fleets which 
go over daily and nightly to bomb Ger- 
many and the occupied countries. Britain 
must therefore depend more and more on 
Canada to train its fliers. 

But there is no danger that this will 
set limits to the number of Canadian 
boys who can be taken on at the schools. 
The training system has been planned as 


a flexible one, and the facilities can be 
expanded as required. Young Canadians 
need not therefore fear that the new 


quota arrangement will cut down their 
chances of getting “wings.” 

Thousands of new airmen will be 
needed every month to man the new ma- 
chines which are being turned out in ever 
growing numbers. And there are no bet- 
ter fliers in the world than those who 
come from Canadian homes.

Therefore the net 
borrowing on which we took on a 
new interest burden amounted to, 
roughly, $3,922,000,000, and we used 
$1,503,000.000 of that to redeem 
maturing bonds so that we created

tainly spent it—amounting to, 
roughly, $2,418,000,000. It is inter- 
esting to note that of those 
amounts we borrowed from the 
chartered banks $600,660,000 and 
they have the bonds with the in- 
terest coupons; we borrowed from 


the Bank of Canada $664,340,000, or 
a total from those two sources of 
$1,265,000,000. 


Let me give the story for the last 
fiscal year. We borrowed $2,457,- 
000,000, of which $4,000,000 was by 
means of non-interest bearing cer- 
tificates. Therefore we borrowed 
at interest $2,452,000,000, and of that 


we used last year $964,000,000 to re- | 


deem maturing bonds, so we creat- 
ed new interest-bearing debt and 
spending money amounting to 
$1,488,000,000, Our projected budget 
this year is $3,900,000,000. About 
half of that, or $2,049,000,000, it is 
proposed to raise by taxes, and the

I have examined our maturing 
obligations for the

000 of national currency. 


Mr. HANSON (York-Sunbury):

The sergeant, whose story was

By yielding at one place and 
Striking at another, the Russians 
can immobilize or secure the 
transfer of certain elements of 
German strength, and the same 
holds true of the British. 

The chief defensive weapons in 
the Middle East are the possession 
of superior air strength and the 
presence of wider stretches of 
water interposed between strong 
German forces and their objectives. 
It is these factors which offset the 
enemy's superiority in land power 
and weight of material.

There- 
after, you fight retreats, yielding 
to his superior force, while the pat- 


tern of his strategy unfolds. Thus, 
time is gained for the accumula- 
tion and disposal of massive 


strength at decisive points as they 
appear.
